5 (A) IN THIS SECTION, "POW/MIA FLAG" MEANS THE POW/MIA FLAG OF THE
6 NATIONAL LEAGUE OF FAMILIES OF AMERICAN PRISONERS AND MISSING IN

8 (B) THE ADMINISTRATION SHALL ENSURE THAT THE POW/MIA FLAG IS
9 FLOWN YEAR ROUND AT EACH REST AREA, WELCOME CENTER, AND EXHIBIT CENTER
